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yourh in feares of Armes, whereby ſundry of rhem became gkilfull 
Musketriers and a&ive Pikemen, aad afcerwards when the Lord 
Strange began co declare his oppoſicion to the Lotds and Commons 
in Parliament by raiſing of forces, and uttering divers menaces. and 
threats againſt us and others that refuſe to joyne with him, (which 
were farre the greater part of all Se/ford hundred) Mr Helendof Den- 
ton, Maſter Egerton of Shagh, Mr Eride of Deacon Depwtic Lievete. 
pants by the Ordinance of Parliament did adviſe and conſult withthe 
Towne what was firteſt to be done for the fafetic 'of the Towne avd. 
Countrey adjacene,the reſult of which conſultation was to provide for 
their own ſafety by ſecuring the Towne, to encourage and affift them 
in which ſervice , God byhis providence had a quarter ofa yeere be- 
fore ſenta German Engineer amongſtthem, co whoſe skill, indufiry, 
Faithfulnefſe and Valqur we owe(under God )awch of qurlate preſer- 
vation; He was oftc {ohcited by Letters, Meſſengers and Promiſes 
of greac preferment and rewards to ſerve the Lord Anas but being 
unwilling to ſerve againſithe Parliament, he acceptcd offarre leffe en« 
courageiment from us, and he gave direioas for the chaining up and 
fortifyiog theſeverall ends of the Towne, which was begun with dis 
ligeace, found oppoſition from diyers of the Malignant party 
which threatned to hinderthe ſetting downe ofthe floopes : But God 
by his pravidente ſo diſpoſed that on Thurſday the 13.of Seprember, 
rhe Souldiers jn Cheſhire under the command of Sir Edward Fittow 
and Maſtcr Leigb of Adlingrondid plunder, pillege, and difarrye his 
| Majelties loyall,protefiant fabjedts, .cven of ſuch Armesas.they had 
provided for chenecefſary defence: of their @wne houſes, whioh fo 
awakened and affrighted the Countrey, that many hundred men were 
ſuddenly upin Armes inthe Town of Alexchefter which gave oppox- 
tunity and nm the ſerting dowae of the Roopes, and the perfe- 
- Riogofche fortifications, which were not finiſhe cill about a day be- 
fore his Lordſhip came againſt the Towne, Though wehad no cextain 
notice of the time of his comming, on Saterday nighe certaine Inctllie, 
; - gence came to the Towne, that great forces were from Wa-- 
=» riogronagainſt it, conduted by tlie Lord Strauge,and (azwe heaceY 
by the Lord- Molmenx, Maſter Shetiffe, Sir Gilbert. tow, Six

affiſted with men and Munition; about which time there were in 
towne about an hundred and fiftic of the Tenants of Maſter {4/>20n . 
' of Middleton in compleat Armes, under the command of Capraine 
Bradſbaw, who with the rowne forces under the commandof Cap- 
taine Radcliffe did cheerefully and couragiouſly, upon the beating of 
che Drumrme, repaire to the endofthe Towne, reſolving to maintaine 
the hbertie of their $, andthe propriety of their s, with the 
urmoſt hazardoftheirlives: The Bels were rung, and Poſts immedi 
acely ſcan into the Countrey to give them notice, whereupon Maſter 
Helland of Demon, Captaine Booth ſon to Sir George Boothof Dun= | 
ham, Maſter D#ckenfie/d of Duckenfi:1d, Maſter Arderne of Hardin, 
Maſter Egertonof Shagh, Maſter Butrerworthof Belfield, Maſter Lide 
of Denton, Maſter Zyde of Norbury, Maſier bam of Nuthurft, 
and others came with theic Tenants, and well-affeted Neighbours 
eo aſſiſt the Towne; part ofthe Lord Strevges forces came thro 
Cheſhire,and part came on the other fide ofohe River Irwell,che bres- 
king of a wheele which carried their Ordnance retarded che Lord 
Strange his forces, that chey came not in view ofthe Towne till abour 
nine ofthe clock on Sunday morning, and at that time ſundry compa- 
nies and their colours appeared in open view : Then two Gentlemen 
were ſentto know the reaſon ofhis comming in ſuch a manner ; his 
Lordſhip flaid one of the Gentlemen for Hoſtage, and ſent Captaine 
Windebanksto require entrance, and that he might march with his Ar- 
mie into the Towne, which was unanimouſly denicd him, this very 
day (as itis ſaid)che Earle his Father died: On Munday the ewentie 
fixt of September he ſent another Meſiage tothe ſame purpoſe, promi- 
fing to ule the Towne kindly, otherwiſe fearfull ruines might enſue : 
But his requeſis-werenot granted, his threats were not feared : Abour 
ewelye of the clock. he began to play with his Cannen thor upon the 
Deans gate and Salford Bridge, che Bullets that were found weighed 
between foure and fix pound weight, Thisakternoon the fight was hor 
on both ſides, moſt efour men conkancly charging and di —_—_ 
the great admiration aud cerraurof enemies; The fight _ It;

only the water betwixe, but did notjoyne with them in a common de- 
fence. But God fo ordered the matter that the Cannons plaid in vain, 
and cherefore they aſſaid eo enter the Towne, and tobcat! our men 
fromtheir works, which being not able ro:doe,they ſent ſome. df their 
Souldiers co fire two barnes and eight or ren dwelling houſes abour 
I 2,Roods from our workes, which being effeed, the ecemirs' wich 
great ſhouting (The rowne 13 our owne thecowne isour owne)tenued 
their Afſaulc,but by the valour and courage of Capraini Bradſhaw and 
his Souldiers,were beaten back and many of theraſlaine:: The wind 
at che fic blew the flame and ſmoke iato the facevof out Sould:ersto 
their great annoyance and the endangering of the Towne ; But God 
that-rides on the wings of the wind did very ſcaſonably carn the wind 
tillthe rage ofthe fire was abated; Thoſe forces that werein Salford 
' endeyoured to enter the Bridge, where they found fo hot: entercaine< 
ment atthe hands of Captain Reſeworme the German Engineers be- 
fore ſpoken of, and his Souldiers,thar they were forced ww retreat with. 
the loſſe of fome men, bnt having poſlefled themſelves of an houſe ar 
the foot of the Bridge, they continued ſhooting all nightat ourmen.. 
Jathis dayes fight, bleſſed be God,weloſi notone man, On Teulday 
morning 4 ſouldier was taken being mortally wounded, which con. 
fefled chat he was one of the ſeven which ſerthe bare and fire, he lived.

ſolutely anſwered chey would-nort give him a yard of matth;' bur 
would maintaine their cauſeand Armes to the laſt drop of bloud; Afeer 
this Mellage was returned, his Ordnances played upon the Towne 
againe, but did no. harme, ſave oncly that they killed one which food 
gazingonthe top ofa Rile; Thurſday Captaine Stavds/b was flaine by 
a bullet in Salford, who (83 we heare) was reproaching his Souldiets - 
becauſe they would nor fall ep: Vpon his death bls Souldiers fled, avd 
other. Souldiers by ſcores yea by hundreds daily fled away fromthe 
Lord Strange. There were {laine of his: fide as we heare 100.0r 200. 
and ſome commanders of note,three whereof were buried at Did/ 


upon Thurſday. We loſt but foure men; rwo by accident,ewo by the 
Enemie: Friday little was done, onelythe Lord continued playing up. 
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
